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All still to play 
for in election, 
says visiting 
Chancellor

THE Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
said he feels “it is all to play for” in the 
election campaign. 

Philip Hammond was speaking dur- 
ing a visit to a new housing devel- 
opment in Bottesford. 

Mr Hammond said voting habits were 
changing and he believed the country 
needed strong leadership in order to 
lead the UK’s Brexit negotiations. 

Speaking to the Scunthorpe Tele- 
graph, he said: “It’s all still to play for in 
this election. 

“Voting habits are changing and I 
firmly believe we need strong lead- 
ership. 

“We need strong and stable leadership 
in order to lead our negotiations for 
leaving the European Union.” 

The Chancellor was visiting the new 
housing development project on the 
former Darby Glass site on Sunning- 
dale Road. 

Sixty-eight new homes are being de- 
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veloped on the site by HG Homes and 
are expected to be complete by 2019. 

The Chancellor’s visit comes more 
than a week after the Prime Minister 
paid a visit to the Scunthorpe British 
Steel works on the campaign trail. 

Like the Prime Minister, Mr 
Hammond said he could not guarantee 
further infrastructure contracts, such 
as HS2, would be given to the works. 

However, he said Brexit would make 
bidding for contracts easier. 

“We have measures in place which 
allow for more flexibility for procure- 
ment when we leave the European Uni- 
on,” he said. 

Both the Chancellor and the Prime 
Minister have visited Scunthorpe as 
part of efforts to overturn Labour’s 


20-year hold on the constituency. 

Currently, Labour holds a 3,134 ma- 
jority in the seat. 

The Conservatives have nominated 
local North Lincolnshire councillor 
Holly Mumby-Croft to contest the seat. 

Mrs Mumby-Croft has said the local 
party would never be complacent about 
their election chances. 

“We would never be complacent about 
where people choose to give their sup- 
port,” she said. 

“Local people will think carefully 
about who they want to be their prime 
minister after the election and who 
they want representing us all on im- 
portant issues such as the Brexit ne- 
gotiations. 

“I’m incredibly grateful for the offers 
of help and support that I’m receiving 
and I’ll work really hard to share our 
message with local people.”

Fighting ‘every day’ to close gap

THE deputy leader of the La- 
bour Party has said the 
party is fighting “every day” 
to close the gap on the Con- 
servatives in the polls ahead 
of the election on June 8. 

Tom Watson’s comments 
come as he made a stop in 
Scunthorpe during the cam- 
paign trail on Monday (May 
22) - a day which also saw the 
party launch its arts and cul- 
ture manifesto in Hull. 

Mr Watson said the polls 
show that Labour is closing 
the gap as the election cam- 
paign wears on. 

“The gap has closed over 
the past three days,” he 
said. 

“I think it shows that 
people are frightened of 
what the Conservatives are 
offering.” 

According to opinion polls, 
the gap between the two 
parties has narrowed to 
single figures for the first 
time. Following a day of cam- 
paigning which saw stops in 
both Grimsby and Hull, Mr 
Watson said he felt it was 


important that this area 
re-elects Labour MPs. 

Speaking about the 
party’s candidate for the 
Scunthorpe constituency, 
Nic Dakin, who has held the 
seat since 2010, Mr Watson 
said: “I think Nic is one of 
the best MPs in Westmin- 
ster. 

“People know that he 
cares about them in Scun- 
thorpe and what he does to 
champion the steelworks.” 

Currently, Labour holds a 
majority of 3,134 in Scun- 
thorpe. 

On the doorstep, Mr Dakin 
said that the campaign was 
going well, despite Labour’s 
position in the polls. 

During his visit to Scun- 
thorpe last week, Shadow 
Housing Minister John 
Healey said it was “import- 
ant” that the town returned 
a Labour MP. 

Meanwhile, the Conser- 
vatives have made the Scun- 
thorpe constituency a pri- 
ority among its target seats 
in the north, which also in- 


clude Halifax and Mans- 
field. 

Both the Prime Minister 
and the Chancellor have 
paid visits to Scunthorpe in 
recent weeks. 

But Mr Watson said he 
thought the election showed 
the Prime Minister was put- 
ting her party before the 
country 

“We did not expect this 
election because the Prime 
Minister previously said 
that it was not in the na- 
tional interest to do so,” he 
said. 

“Now she is putting her 
party’s interest first.” 

The Conservative Party 
has nominated local North 
Lincolnshire councillor, 
Holly Mumby-Croft, to con- 
test the seat. 

Ryk Downes will be stand- 
ing for the Liberal Demo- 
crats and Andrew Talliss 
for Ukip.
